in Alberta 


Over half the total area 
of Alberta is covered with 
trees. Alberta's forests range 
along the eastern slopes of 
the Rocky Mountains and in 
the west-central and northern 
sections of the Province. 
These are of vital importance 
not only tor the 400 million 
board feet of lumber cut each 
year and the fish and game 
they shelter, but also for 
their control of the water sup 
ply of the western part of 
Canada. 


The protection and conser- 
vation of these resources are 
the responsibilities of the 
Forestry Branch of the De- 
partment of Lands and For- 
ests. 

For administration purpos- 
es, Alberta's forest area is 
divided into ten divisions or 
reserves, These are under the 
supervision of forest superin- 
tendents and their assistants 
who employ rangers, lookout 
men and casual laborers, Tim 
ber inspectors are stationed 
at Edmonton, Athabasca, En- 
twistle and Bowden. 

Officers of the Forest Ser- 
vice are responsible for con- 
servation, the prevention and 
suppression of fires and the 
proper harvesting and utiliz- 
ation of timber. In addition 
to their field duties, the men 
interpret acts and regulations 
administered by the Forestry 
Division for the public and 
work closely with the R.C.- 
M.P. Further duties include 
assistance to tourists, hunter, 
fishermen and settlers, espec- 
ially in connection with pro- 
tection of forests from fires. 


Fire is still the greatest 
enemy of our forested land 
and six out of seven fires are 
started by careless people. 
Despite the best efforts of 
the Forest Service and inten- 
sive publicity campaigns, ov- 
er a million dollars worth of 
timber is lost each year. 

The Forest Service radio 
system, essential in commun 
ication throughout the reser- 
ves, has been geared to the 
requirements of civil defence 
in Alberta. 

Forests in the Crowsnest, 
Bow River and Clearwater 
Reserves are administered by 
the Eastern Rockies Forest 
Conservation Board. Since 
this area contains the head- 
waters of rivers helping to 
supply Alberta, Saskatchew- 
an and Manitoba, the work 
of the voard is financed joint 
ly by the Governments of Ca- 
nada and Alberta. 

Alberta's forest inventory 
being made from aerial pho- 
tographs and ground surveys, 
provides an accurate measure 
of our resources, An effect- 
ive forest Management pro- 
gram is thus being carried 
on which, by selective cutt- 
ing, assures a perpetual sup- 
ply of timber for future gen- 
erations, 

The Fish and Game Branch 
plays an important part in 
the work of the Department 
of Lands and Forests, Con- 
servation is the keynote here 
also, A trout hatchery is mai 
ntained in Calgary and a 
trout rearing stations are lo 
cated at two centres, Annual 
plantings of various species 
ot fish are made in carefully 
selected waters and many 
smaller lakes owe their fish 
ing attractions to this work, 

Commercial fishing in Al- 
berta yields over ten million 
pound annually, and an in- 
spection service ensures @ 
high quality product when 
packed or domestic and ex- 
port markets. 

The game Branch main- 
tains a pheasant farm at 
Brooks Where six to seven 
thousand birds are hatched 
for release in various parts 
of the province. 

Other duties, no less im- 
portant, include transporting 
live beaver to northern parts 
of Alberta, making surveys of 
migratory birds, upland birds 
and big game, and co-operat 


ion in the work of rabies 
control in our northern for 
ests. 


GOVERNMENT OF THE
